markets for perishable food product* 
in all large cities and the aetttng up 
of a federal licensing system applic- 
able to all dealer* in such foods at 
those market* is proposed by the 
Fetsral Trade Commission in its an- 
nual report to Cougreas. 
The commission's conclusions are 


fcased on an investigation cotering 
many months and it declare* that 
federal action is necessary to ob- 
tain effective regulation and to avoid 
•unfair and wasteful practices with 
-the consequent effect on prices. In 
the present system the commission 
sees as a hlnderance to the proper 
passage of perishables from tho pro- 
ducer to the consumer certain inter- 
trade dealings which It believes 
shoulAbe eliminated and it suggests 
that the handling of these products 
Tje surrounded by numerous regula- 
tions and restrictions such as the re- 
cording of available supplies, the 
dating of cold storage periods and 
provisions for auction marketing. 
ADEQUATE FACILITIES 
Facilities should be made ade- 


quate, the coinmission says, to en- 
able the producer to ship freely into 
the central markets and "with pro- 
per protection of. his interests." The 
marketing system should fea so gov- 
erned that objectionable 
hoarding 


•would be eliminated and proper co- 
ordination of transportation 
facili- 


ties should be accomplished to mate 
deliveries certain when required. 
The commission says that "the 


needed reforms can hardly be ex- 
pected to be accomplished by the 
initiative of the dealers," and asserts
